OTTAWA, May 3—An_ initial 

Price for wheat of 70 cents but ap- 
plying only to a limited quantity 
of wheat marketed by each in- 
dividual farmer, with $1, $1.50 
and $2 allowance for acreage and 
up to $2.50 per acre in crop fail- 
ure areas is the revised decision 
of the government with respect 
to assistance in the west. 

The revised act to assist agricul- 
ture in the prairie provinces, 
No. 83, wes brought into the Com- 
mons today being the bill respect- 
ing assistance to be given the gov- 
ernment on an acreage basis: The 
awards are not to exceed $1, $1.50 
and $2 per acre and in a crop fail- 
ure area not to exceed $2.50 per 
acre, 


NEW PRICE 70 CENTS 

Tonight the minister of trade 
and commerce will bring in his 
bill] No. 63 increasing the guaran- 
teep price for wheat. The existent 
bill provides for a 60 cent guaran- 
teed price for wheat. the existent 
understood that the new price is 70 
cents. 

Under the Prairie Farm Assist- 
ance Act, Bill 83, assistance may be 
extended to farmers in the western 
provinces if and when the extent of 
agricultural distress or the low 
yield of wheat per acre in a given 
area calls for alleviative measures 
The crop year 1939-40 is to be an 
emergency year and farmers in any 
township in which the average yield 
of wheat is under 15 bushels per 
acre will be granted an award, the 
amount of which is based upon the 
yield per acre and calculated on 
the average price for wheat at Fort 
William, only if such price is below 
the basic value of 80 cents per 
bushel. 


BASIC VALUE 

In subsequent emergency years 
the amount is calcula‘ed in the 
same manner, with the basic value 
to be declared by the Governor-in- 
Council. These awards cannot ex- 
ceed one dollar, one dollar and fifty 
cents, or two dollars per acre, re- 
spectively, according to yield, and

Mayor Fry Warns Blaze 
Would Spoil City’s 
Scenic Beauty 


Mayor John W. Fry expressed 
deep concern Wednesday over 
the danger of forest fire along 
the river banks in the city, start- 
ing from hikers: camp fires.

ENCIRCLEMENT 


Germany, Italy Would Not 
Be Excluded From Non- 


Aggression Front 


By J. F. SANDERSON 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 
LONDON, May 3.— Germany 
and Italy would net be excluded 
from Eerope's anti-aggression 
front if they showed willingness 
to participate in the general ob- 
fective of the echeme, Prime 
Minister Chamberlain indicated in 

the House of Commons today. 

The prime minister was asked by 
Arthur Henderson, Labor, “whether 
in view of the fact that Herr Hit- 
ler has recently charged His Maj- 
esty’s government with having 
adopted a policy of encircling Ger- 
many and that guarantees on a re- 
ciprocal basis were proposed by 
President Roosevelt in his recent 
peace appeal, His Majesty's govern- 
ment would be willing to give a 
guarantee to Germany similar to 
that given Poland on a reciprocal 
basis.” 


NO FOUNDATION 


“In recent statements I have made 
it clear there is no foundation 
whatsoever for the charge that the 


British government have adopted a 


policy of encircling Germany,” Mr. 
Chamberlain replied. 

He added: “What President Roose- 
velt proposed and what I under- 
stand Herr Hitler to offer is an ex- 
change of assurances of non-aggres- 
sion rather than a guarantee on a 
reciprocal basis such as recently 
was given Poland. 

“The British government are cere 


| tainly ready to consider proposals 
| for an exchange of reciprocal assure 


ances with the German govern- 


| ment.” 


INAUDIBLE REPLY 


Mr. Chamberlain smiled and gave 
an inaudible reply when Mr. Hen- 
derson asked if the government 
would take the “proper steps” to 
have the prime minister's statement 
drawn to the attention of the gove 
ernment. 

There was no answer when Lieut.e 
Commander Reginald Fletcher, La- 
bor, asked if reciprocal assurances 
exchanged at Munich had not since 
been found worthless. 

Philip Noel Baker, Labor, asked 
the government to make plain that 
guarantees “may be participated in 
by any government prepared in good 
faith to renounce aggression.” 


AGAINST AGGRESSION 

The prime minister replied that 
the guarantees given to Poland, Ru- 
mania and Greece by Great Britain 
were “against aggression and solely 
aggression.” He said he had no 
doubt the government would be 
glad to consider any proposals for 
their extension. 

The cabinet was reported re- 
liably to have rejected Russia's 
preposal for 3 joint guarantee by 
Great Britain, France and the 
Soviet to all Baltic and Black Sea 
states. 

It was reported, however, the 
cabinet decided to urge the Soviet 
government to “reinsure” Anglo- 
French commitments to Poland and 
Rumania. 

The cabinet was said to have 
taken this decision after Poland 
told Great Britain she preferred to 
make a separate agreement with 
Russia. 

After reviewing separate con- 
tracts with Poland, Rumania, Fin- 
land, Estonia, Latvia and Lithu- 
ania, Foreign Secretary Viscount 
Halifax was said by reliable sources 
to have recommended to the cab- 
inet that Britain tell Russia: 

{--That Britain can not enter 
into a triple entente guaranteeing 
these states when Poland and Rum- 
ania do not want a flat guarantee 
by Russia without provision for 
them to specify when it will oper- 
ate; 
2-—That Britain is eager to con- 
tinue discussions with Russia with 
a view to eventual formation of a 
British-French-Russian alliance of 
mutual military aid. 

Lord Halifax was said to have 
that Britain urge 
Russia to declare she is prepared to 
support the British-French guaran- 
tees to Poland and Rumania “if, as 
and when” her support is desired. 


NOT CONCRETE ENOUGH

The Dominion is confronted with 
an additional difficulty in the pres- 
ent case, the fact that Germany is 
not at war and is importing all her 
nickel on a commercial basis. Re- 
fusal by Canada to sell nickel to 
Germany would complicate trade 
relations.

The 40-40-20 Relief Scheme 


The Dominion Government has of- 
fered to contribute $500,000 per year to 
the cost of unemployment relief in Al- 
berta on condition that the Provincial 
Government contribute an equal amount, 
thus cutting down the burden on the 
municipal councils to 20 per cent. The 
difficulty is that the province has not the | 
money; otherwise the proposal seems to | 
be acceptable to the provincial authori- | 
ties. The Dominion has been asked to | 
loan the amount, but arrangements have | 
not as yet been made. | 

As, according to a recent report, the 
province has been paying the interest on 
previous loans from the federal treasury, 
there would seem to be no reason to sup- | 
pose the request will not be granted.

reason for the change of policy to bring 
about reduction in municipal contribu- 
tions is that the Dominion tried to help 
the municipalities some time ago by in- 
creasing the grants to the provinces for 
that mamed purpose, but some of the 
provinces intervened and retained part of 
the extra money for themselves.

A Highway Long Overdue 


Besides spending $500,000 on projects 
of its own in Alberta, the Dominion is to 
contribute this year $275,000 to the Pro- 
vincial Government to assist in the build- 
ing of tourist highways, and $50,000 for 
the construction of roads to mining areas; 
a total in grants of $325,000, and a total | 
expenditure of federal money on works 
inside and outside the national parks 
amounting to $825,000. 

This sum is only $25,000 more than 
the Jasper Highway Committee urge 
should be spent in Jasper Park improve- 
ments and in improving the highway to 
the Park. The Dominion, it was urged in 
the recent representations made by the 
Committee, should contribute $250,000 to- 
ward the cost of the highway and spend 
$300,000 to provide facilities in the Park 
for the rush of tourists that is expected to 
follow the opening of the Lake Louise- 
Jasper highway. If on either count the 
Committee over-estimated, it is also clear 
that the Government has under-estimated 
the needs, since it cannot be supposed the 
bulk of the $275,000 grant for tourist 
highways is earmarked for the Jasper 
highway. 

Remembering that the Dominion had 
a deficit of $55 millions last year and is 
facing another deficit of $60 millions at 
the end of the present year, it is quite un- 
derstandable that the urge is toward 
economy and not jover-spending. But, 
whatever may be said about keeping 
down outlay in the Park, the completion 
of the highway to the Park is a matter of 
urgent importance alike to the usefulness 
of the Park, the success of the bid for 
tourist traffic, and in fairness to 
tled section of the central and northern 
prairie country. 

From the official Ottawa point of view 
Jasper Park may be only an area lying 
somewhere beyond Banff and to be con- 
sidered as an annex thereto. That is 
misconception of the first rank. Jasper 
also the nearest and the natural mountain 
holiday resort for more than half the 
population of Alberta and for residents of 
northerly Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
also, To it they should be given access by 
motor car over a standard highway of the 
park-approach type.

Another Oi! Problem 


The National Dairy Council has long 
been urging that specific duties be 
posed upon vegetable oils entering Can- 
ada, on the ground that these oils reduce 
the consumption of butter, lard and tallow 
in Canada and thus depress the prices 
these products bring to the farmer. The 
Tariff Board in a recent submission rec- 
ommended that an excise tax of three 
cents per pound be imposed upon these 
vile when used in making vegetable short- | 
enings and lard compounds, and two cents

tax to apply alike to imported and Cana- 
dian-made products. 

In his budget speech the Minister of 
Finance said the proposal had been sub- 
mitted to the British Government fer 
consideration. The reason for this is that 
under the trade agreement Canada 
promised not to impose duties on vege- 
table oils, along with a number of British 
products. Since under that agreement 
Canada has obtained a market for bacon 
in Britain said to be worth $40 millions a 
year, this c¢ucession is too valuable to 
risk by breaking the terms upon which it 
was granted. 


Critics of the proposal contend that 
the benefit the farmer would get would 
in any case be small, while the cost of liv- 
ing of the average family would be 
increased by four dollars per year or 
more. They point out that Canadians co.i- 
sume more butter than the residents of 
almost any other country, 32 pounds per 
year each, and that the year of the great- 
est butter consumption was also the year 
of the heaviest import of vegetable oils; 
suggesting that the import of oils had 
little if any influence on the amount of 
butter consumed. 


An increase in the price of shortening 
might increase the price of lard. But as 
the duty on United States lard is 154 
cents per pound, the Canadian price can- 
not be maintained above that level. It is 
now about ®°4 cents above the US. price, 
indicating 1 cent per pound as the 
maximum gain that could result if short- 
ening went up in price. On the 50 million 
pounds of factory lard produced in 
Canada, it is argued farmers could not get 
more than $500,000 extra for their hogs 
as a result of the nossible increased price 
for lard. 


The price of cattle could not, it is 
claimed, be affected because tallow from 
Australia and New Zealand now enters 
Canada free of duty. 

Under the trade agreement, bacon 
exports from Canada, most of which go to 
the United Kingdom, have grown from 
$2,914,000 in 1931 to $28,801,000 in 1937; 
while during this period the price of hogs 
is said to have moved upward more than 
5 cents per pound, or about $11 per hog. 
It is suggested that the net result of in- 
creasing the cost of shortening by taxing 
the imported oils would be to replace 
millions of pounds now made by Canad- 
jan labor from British oils and substitute 
for this lard produced in the United 
States.

“We Are at War” 


By Charles Benedict in the Magazine of Wall 
Street, New York 

There are too many people who do not 
recognize that we have been involved in war 
for some time. To be sure, it is a new type of 
warfare that the dictatorships are waging against 
us. It is not a war fought by soldiers in the 
battlefield—but a war nevertheless, waged to 
destroy us by undermining our markets, tearing 
down our price structure, dislocating our econ- 
omie machinery, and through fear and uncer- 
tainty so to demoralize our civil population as to 
slow down business and destroy morale. 

The swift, unexpected shocks which climaxed 
a series of events and rumors of troop and naval 
movements have been deliberately planned. They 
have taken their toll in our markets, as we all 
know from recent experience. They have brought 
On waves of selling augmented always by dis- 
tressed offerings from abroad, while the uncer- 
tainty as to the future has created suspense and 
slowed down our business machinery. 

This diabolical method of attack has been 
worked with such success since the Nazis took 
Austria that the European markets are being 
virtually closed to us. We will be obliged to put 
up a strenuous battle for trade in South America. 
Where formerly we had to meet concerted action 
from the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo axis, Franco's vic- 
tory in Spain adds another enemy, Already 
Puerto Rico and the Philippines are being de- 
luged with propaganda, and Nazi agents are 
working to prepare the ground for demands that 
they be returned to their “Mother” Spain. 

That is how close the European situation is to 
us today. 

The recent admirable effort of our President 
clears the air as far as the German and Italian 
nationals are concerned. It calls the attention of 
every nation to their enemies, and places any 
war blame where it belongs, if a clash of arms 
should ultimately result, It also subtly suggests 
to Mussolini that he can, without the risk of hav- 
ing the Nazis on his frontiers, and without con- 
flict, secure his essential raw materials as well 
as room for expansion of the growing population 
—which are the things for which the Italians are 
presumably fighting. 

President Roosevelt knows that the cry for 
Taw materials and markets is a subterfuge to 
cover Nazi ambitions of world domination. I 
single out the Nazis because Japan is operating 
only in the Far East (at least at the moment), 
while Mussolini can secure nothing under pre- 
sent circumstances except by the grace of Ger- 
many. 

As the maps, which were distributed by the 
Nazis after they took over the Sudetenland, in- 
dicate German ambitions are limitless. Their 
Plan of conquest, laid out for years ahead, are 
maturing with a rapidity not believed possible 
until they took Austria, and so secured the key 
to the communication and transportation systems 
for all of Europe. 

In no position to wage a long war—which 
would necessarily be the outcome of a European 
conflagration in which all the important nations 
were involved—the Nazis still could have been 
stopped at Czecho-Slovakia. Munich gave Ger- 
many forty Czech divisions of some of the finest 
troops and outstanding artillery men in Europe. 

It gave her the famous Skoda munition works 
and further bolstered her strength with more 
aircraft and strategic materials. To this great 
gain must be added also the important advantage 
which enables Hitler to release an equal number 
of German divisions for military duty elsewhere. 
The Nazis will need only to resort to policing 
her new territory to hold it in line. 

As far as England is concerned, what started 
out to be merely a “laissez-faire” policy became 
a political and territorial disaster of first im- 
portance. After Munich the Nazis were no longer 
in the position of petitioners for British loans. 
They could make demands then—and like all 
blackmailers, keep on demanding one concession 
after another. 

Chamberlain's belated change of front with 
the offer of guarantees to various countries does 
not, up to the moment, represent anything really 
tangible. This is evidenced by the currently re- 
ported deal between the Poles and the Nazis over 
Danzig. The Poles know that Britain cannot 
come to their assistance by land, and by sea that 
portion of the British navy which could be spared 
from the Mediterranean would receive strong 
German opposition enroute to the Baltic. 

In the meantime, Germany has further coun- 
tered the suggestion of British assistance to Po- 
land by concentrating the German navy near 
the Canary Islands and Spain; and the press is 
full of rumors that an attempt will soon be made 
to bottle up the English fleet that is in the 
Mediterranean, 

At the same time, Mussolini is getting into 
position near the Dardanelles and Japan is men- 
acing French Indo-China at Hainan and Singa- 
pore from the Spratley Islands. 

It is this situation which faced President 
Roosevelt with the certainty that the outbreak 
of war would involve the whole world in a gen- 
eral conflagration that could destroy modern 
civilization as we know it. 

Under such circumstances, it seems a wise 
precaution to send our fleet to the Pacific, par- 
ticularly since neither the German nor Italian 
navy are dangerous to us on the Atlantic so long 
as the fleets of Britain and France are on the job.

Many patients who belch and 
suffer from gas after a meal, upon 
examination will be found to be | 
victims of the habit of swallowing 
air, Usually this habit has been 

ar unconsciously. 

swallowing may in s . 
Gtances be followed by a very 
painful distention of the stomach 
In other instances it may cause 
only @ mild discomfort consisting 
chiefly of a feeling of fullness. 

Nervous patients are especially 
Prone to get into this habit, but 
even those with normal nerves! 
may unknowingly form the habit | 
of swallowing air. } 

The scientific term for this dis- | 
order is aerophagia, The air may | 
be swallowed with food or drink, | 
during hiccoughs, or during the act | 
of belching. In some of the patients 
I have examined, it has occurred | 
with gum chewing, the patients 
unconsciously swallowing great. 
gulps of air while chewing their 
favorite brand of gum. While this 
latter is not @ common finding, it 
@oes occur occasionally. 

After the patient has swallowed 
enough air to make him think he. 
is having a gas attack, he may de- | 
velop difficulty in breathing, a 
rapid beating of the heart and a 
flushed state of the skin. This is 
because the air-distended stomach 
will push against the heart and 
will cause pressure upon certain 
nerves. The accompanying symp- 
toms such as shortness of breath, | 
dizziness, and irregular heart beat, | 
may cause the patient considerable | 
anxiety. ’ | 

A correct diagnosis is of the ut- | 
most importance because a cure is 
so simple once this disorder is rec- 
ognized. Yet many patients with 
this trouble become convinced they | 
have something seriously wrong | 
with them and drift from doctor to | 
doctor, without ever finding the | 
remedy, which literally lies under 
their noses. 

The casiest way to make the 
diagnosis is to exarnine the patient | 
with the fluoroscope. This type of | 
X-ray equipment will easily detect 
the patient in the act of swallow- 
ing. The bolus of air can be seen | 
coming down the esophagus and | 
entering the stomach, sometimes 
while the patient is engaged in 
belching and think that he is re- 
lieving the stomach of gas. If the | 
patient is a pronounced @ir swal- 
lower, a lange enough pocket may | 
be formed to show up with the 
X-ray like a balloon. 

This is one disorder where the | 
dietetic treatment plays a compar- | 
atively minor role in the cure. The 
important thing is to teach the 
patient how to stop swallowing air. 
He should be shown that he can 
not do any air swallowing while 
the mouth is open. The mouth 
must first be closed. If he learns | 
to belch with the mouth open, he 
will not be in any danger of swal- 
lowing air at the same time. 

Another helpful measure is to 
learn to chew food thoroughly and 
to eat slowly. Hurried eating en- 
courages the swallowing of air in 
large gulps whereas eating more 
slowly will often prevent this, 
guiping of air which makes the | 
stomach feel 50 uncomfortable. 
Nervous patents who are troubled 
with stomach distention and who) 
know they eat their food too Tap- | 
idly, will especially benefit from | 
Jearning this lesson of eating more | 
slowly.

PLAY BEFORE 1900 

Star performers of the era prior | 
to 1900, they were selected by | 
Kenesaw M. Landis, commissioner 
of baseball, and the two league 
presidents, William Harridge of the 
American and Ford Frick of the 
National, in collaboration § with} 
baseball writers. 

Radbourne, known as “Old Hoss" 
was with Providence, RI, of the 
National League through the season 
of 1885 and pitched four years for 
Boston Nationals. He wound up his 
career with Cincinnati in 1890. 
Altogether, he pitched in 517 games. 
winning 310 and losing 191. In 1884 
he won 60 games for Providence. 


ANSON’'S GREAT RECORD 

Anson managed Chicago Na- 
tionals 21 years. A first baseman, 
he hit better than 300 for 20 sea- 
sons, leading the league in hitting | 
in 1879, 1881, 1887 and 1888. In 22) 
seasons in the National League’ he 
averaged .339 at the plate. 

Cummings was famed as in- 
ventor of the curve ball, first us- 
ing the pitch with Brooklyn Stars 
in 1867. 

Ewing, a great catcher, starred 
with New York Giants, batting bet- 
ter than 300 nine years. A fine all- 
around star, he later managed Cin- 
cinnati. 

The “Old Roman,” Comiskey, 
revolutionized the style of playing 
first base.
